For New Central And 
West Parish Schools 


|Higher Water 
Level For Dam 
At Ballardvale 


A large delegation of Ballara- 
vale residents appeared at the 
reeting of the board of selectrren 
Monday night regarding their pro- 
tests against conditions caused 
by the lowering of the water at 
the Vale dam. 

In attendance also were E. Fran- 
cis Leland, Jr., representing 
Adams & Lelam Co., part owners 
of the dam; Russell Kumph, re- 
presenting the Shawsheen Rubber 
Co., part owners of the dam; and 
Perez O. Lewir, supervising 
engineer of the ..:.erican Woolen 
Co. All were prepared to co- 
operate as far as possible to aid 
in relieving the conditions which 
caused the complaints. 

It was brought out at the hear- 
ing that the county inspects the 
dam every two years and, as many 
leaks were found in it, insisted 
that they be repaired. It was 
necessary to lower the water at 
the dam in order that workmen 
could make repairs. This lowered 
the river and drained numerous 
mud flats further upstream. 

The officials agreed that when 
the repair work is finished the 
flash boards will be maintained 
about nine inches higher than 
ever before. This will make con- 
ditions above the dam better than 
ever before. It is expected that 
the repair work will be done some- 
time this fall.

A special town meeting late in 
Ocwber will be asked to appm- 
priate close to $1,000,000 for two 
new elerentary school buildings, 
one in the center of 18 class 
rooms, another in West Parish of 
six class rooms.

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


THE HOME FRONT 


This was has two battle fronts—our military operations in 
Korea and the battle on the home front. It is of the utmost im- 
portance, adds the Massachusetts Committee for the Hoover 
Report, to every citizen to realize how much is at stake right 
here at home. 


We are being subjected to an all-out attach on everything we 
cherish, our basic principles, our status as free people, our 
American incentives to work and own and save. These are in 
jeopardy, it asserts, as it points out that the battle on the home 
front can be won by applying the American principles of thrift, 
prudence, economy and efficiency to the important business of 
government. 


It is the business side of government, it says, which creaks 
with obsolete methods, and, as this is part of our danger on the 
home front, recommends a five-point program for action. 


These are;— First, stop the downhill coast toward socialism: 
expose to light every dark corner where communism hides: prac- 
tice Americanism instead of just preaching it. 


Second, revitalize the American incentives to work and own 
and save, and rdstore the traditional rewards to individuals for 
producing more and better services and material goods. 


Third, stop the inflationary process, which by cheapening the 
dollar, defrauds all thrifty Americans who have insurance poli- 
cies, social security cards, and savings accounts. 


Fourth, reread the American constitution and its Bill of 
Rights which are the foundation stones of our American Govern- 
ment, and bring that government back home where it was born— 
where it thrives—where it belongs. 


Fifth, lets exercise our citizenship for a change. Use our in- 
fluence to obtain the adoption of the Hoover blueprint for a bet- 
ter government at a better price so that every tax dollar will 
count. 


Remember, it is your government. It will be as poor as ir- 
responsible and as inefficient as you will tolerate, or as eco- 
nomical and as effective as you demand.

LONDON=—British business does 
not reward skills which meet com- 
petition. Quite the reverse. The 
rewards go to those who negotiate 
and maintain restrictive deals. 
Quite a bit of the old school tie 
idea. Is poor old Jenkins—a mem- 
ber of a trade association—not 
doing too well? Let’s shove up 
the price to protect him. Perhaps 
it is not quite so bad as this. But 
it’s close enough to give an indica- 
tion of the way British business 
has never operated under .the 
American system of really free 
enterprise, has never subscribed 
to a policy of free and competi- 
tive prices. 


Barbering—By Trade Association 


Let’s take a look at a few of 
these trade associations. The 
obvious ones come to mind—steel, 
cement, building supplies all 
nicely tied up each in its own 
monopoly. But there are some that 
cause the eyebrows to raise. For 
example, there are the hairdres- 
sers, the tobacco trade, and sta- 
tionery. Let’s see how the hair- 
dressers operate. The association 
is under the sole control of a 
council of 39 members, divided 
equally between manufacturers of 
hairdressers’ articles, wholesale 
dealers in such goods, and hair- 
dressers—barbers to you. Members 
are elected by the council on a 
blackball system. No reason need 
be given for refusing an applicant. 
And then the association rigs the 
market. ‘‘No hairdressing service 
shall be supplied to the public or 
advertised at prices less than 
those shown on the Protected 
List.’’ And what if a member gives 
you a cut-rate clip? He’ll probably 
appear on a ‘‘stop list’’ and denied 
all supplies. Or he can be fined 
$100 if he wants to remain a mem- 
ber. 


Radios—At Fixed Prices 


Radios are also interesting. The 
kind of machine you’d get for $20 
would run you somewhere around 
60 here. The manufacture of tubes 
is confined to 12 firms, nine of 
which belong to the appropriate 
association. Of the others only 
one has any sort of domestic busi- 
Ness. Cut-rate stores? Not in 
England. Tubes are sold to the 
public at a fixed price with no 
competition whatever. Nothing 
shall be done by members of the 
association ‘‘which would either 
reduce selling prices of tubes as 
fixed by the association...or form 
an inducement to purchase from 
one seller rather than another.’’ 
We were told that these associa- 
tions weren’t really restricting 
production. But we could get no 
satisfactory explanation of the 
above quotes! We think it looks 
like a pretty effective boycott. 


Writing Paper Is Controlled Too 
How about a simple thing like 


writing paper. That’s not rigged? | 


There’s a Stationers’ Association— 
and it’s no spring chicken. It’s 
been in operation since 1905 under 
a variety of names. Manufacturers 
are asked, in what,is quaintly or 
perhaps impishly called the Code 
of Ethics for the trade, to confine 
the sale of stationery goods so 
far as possible to retail stationers 
or shops with a stationery depart- 


ment, And retailers are requested | 
to give preference to goods of the | 
association, especially to those | 


whose resale prices are enforced 
through the association. No Mem- 
ber may give a discount or deal 


with any organization formed for | 
the purpose of obtaining goods at |

tary schools in the central and 
West Parish districts and Modera- 
tor Arthur Sweeney appointed the 
following building committee:

Hardy, Gordon L, 
Colquhoun of the school com- 
mittee, Supt. Kenneth L. Sherman, 
who was elected clerk; Stanley F.

They engaged Dr. Fomer W. 
Anderson, former superintendent 
of schools in Newton, as educa- 
tional advisor, as is required by 
the state before funds of the state 
are made available. The archi- 
tectural firm of Tucker and Rich 
of Boston was later engaged to 
prepare sketches. 

The building committee with 
Dr. Anderson and Architects 
Tucker and Rich attended the 
reeting last week together with 
the entire school committee, Mr. 
Colquhoun, chairman, William A. 
Doherty, secretary, Mrs. Katharine 
A. Baldwin, Mrs. Dorothy T. Part- 
ridge and Miss Anna M. Greeley. 

Preliminary sketches of the 
proposed buildings were presented 
and discussed. That for the 
central district was a _ two-story 
building of 18 class rooms with 
auditorium, cafeteria-playroom and 
special rooms designed in such a 
manner that if only a 12-room 
building was deemed necessary 
Six rooms could be eliminated.

In Shawsheen Sq. 


Collision ot a trailer truck and 
a passenger automobile in Shavw- 
sheen square last Thursday night 
caused injury to two persons, up- 
set the trailer, tied up traffic and 
brought out the fire department to 
wet down the street to minimize 
the danger from fire. 

Solomon Brown 40, of Portland, 
Me., Operator of the truck was 
admitted to the Lawrencé General 
hospital for treatment, and Mrs. 
Germain Brouillard of 295 N. Main 
st., a passenger in the auto, was 
reported to have suffered a shoul- 
der injury in the crash, Brown was 
released Friday afternoon and 
returned to his home. 

According to the police report 
of the accident the trailer truck 
was going west on Haverhill 
street and the auto operated by 
Alphonse Brouillard was going 
north on North Main street when 
they collided in the square. The 
driver of the truck swerved so 
sharply that it caused the load to 
shift, overturning the trailer which 
was carrying 10 or 12 tons of 
lobster and clams to New York.
